Joplin, Mo., M ay 22.— Edward Skel­ 


ton, a former Joplin councilman and 


republican leader, was shot and killed 


last night by John Thralls, a miner, 


who declared that Skelton was at­ 


tentive to Thralls’ divorced wife. 


Thralls fled after the shooting, but 


was caught hiding in a hallway near 


the scene of the killing. 
A mob of 


500 men assembled, bent upon lynch­ 
ing Thralls. 
The police saved the 


slayer. 
Thralls was taken through a news­ 
paper office to a side street, where 
lie was placed in an automobile and 
rushed to the county jail at Carthage. 
The shooting occurred in a butcher 
shop owned by Skelton. 
Airs. Thralls 
conducts a small grocery in the same 
building. 
Thralls entered the place and open­ 
ed fire on Skelton, the first bullet 
entering his side. 
Skelton ran, but 
was shot twice 
more 
before 
he 
reached the sidewalk. 
Ile died with­ 
in five minutes. 
Skelton’s divorced wife, learning of 
the shooting, ran to his side, and was 
with him when lie died. 
She is in a 
serious condition. 
Before going to the meat market 
Thralls went to his 
former 
w ife’s 
home, hut was not permitted to see 
her. 
W hen it became known Thralls 
had been caught the crowd started 
for the scene of the capture, march­ 
ing down Main street amid cries of 
“ Lynch h im !”

frow where one is now raised. 
And this gives rise to the question­ 
er© the farm ers’ bulletins clear and 
obvious enough 
to 
appeal to the 
hard headed fanner, who 
takes in J 
Ideas through his eyes very quickly, 
not so fast through books? It often 
seems that scientific agriculture lit­ 
erature is too technical. The proposi­ 
tion Is worked out in a very thorough 
way and it stands the test of expert 
criticism. But it is given in so much 
detail that by the time the ordinary 
farm er gets to the practical sugges­ 
tions at the tail end of the pamphlet 
it is 9 o’clock, his eyes won’t stay 
open and his head aches. 
A few practical, 
pointed, 
concise 
paragraphs on 
choice 
and cultiva­ 
tion of seed, and harvesting might 
be more effective than the m ost de­ 
tailed study of all possible contin­ 
gencies. The man who can grasp a 
thorough treatise of any kind of pro­ 
duction would succeed anyway.

day, showed total disbursements and 


appropriations for the fiscal year end­ 
ing March 13, 1913, of $1,952,644. The 
♦etal credits were $1,887,342, 
show­ 
ing a deficit on the total appropria­ 
tions of $65,302. 
It was estimated at the beginning 
cf the year that the receipts 
from 
churches, women’s societies, Sunday 
schools and young people’s societies 
would amount to $1,300,000. 
There 
was received from these sources $,- 
234,698, showing a deficit of $63,302. 
rt he increased 
appropriations 
w’ere 
made necessary by the expansion of 
the work. The total amount received 
from the churches during 
the year, 
which is the stable source of income. 
was $706,251. This is 
$12,695 
more 
than has over been received from 
this source in sixteen years of the 
church’s history. In 1903 the board 
received 
from 
the 
churches 
only 
*349,185, in 1913 $706,251, 
thus th** 
leceipts from this source alone have 
more than doubled in the ten years. 
Receipts 
from 
women’s 
societies 
wore $110,103. being an increase of 
$11,165 over the previous year. 
“The last general assembly, recog­ 
nizing the unique and urgent situa­ 
tion in China,” says the report, “au­ 
thorized a China 
emergency propa­ 
ganda, with a view to sending our 
HK) missionaries, as 
an 
extra, and 
funds sufficient 
for

enlarged 
work. The campaign was begun In 
the fall of 1912, and the financial re­ 
sults at the close of the ti-cal year 
"bowed in cash 
and 
pledges 
that 
some $300,000 had been received.

April is the very best month to set 
Dut a new' strawberry bed, although 
some clim ates will permit of Chis be­ 
ing dom1 earlier, and many successful 
beds are set out as late as J*une 15. 
Select well drained, warm land which 
has been used for a garden patch the 
previous year, if 
possible. 
Perfect 
drainage is highly important for straw­ 
berries. 
Plow' or spade the ground 
from six to eight inches deqp, turn­ 
ing under a couple of inches of well- 
rotted stable manure, and tl»*n culti­ 
vate the surface until it is very fine 
and smooth. 
Buy good plants from your seeds­ 
man, or, better still, from some man 
who has a good strawberry bed al­ 
ready started, and be careful to get 
good strong plants which are not run 
down. 
The variety which will do best 
on your soil depends so much upon 
local conditions that it is not possible 
to give advice in this department, but 
you w ill be safe in getting your plants 
from any reliable seed house or from 
som e grower in your neighborhood 
who has a successful bod of his own. 
The r o w s m a y be placed from two 
and a half to three feet apart where 
the bed is to be cultivated b\ hand, or 
four feet where a horse cultivator is 
to be used. 
Make a furrow just deep 
enough so that the plant roots are 
well spread and the crown 
< plant, 
the point where the roots and the 
is just above the surface 


and tread the soil firmly around the 
plants. Pick off the blossoms and dead 
leaves and keep the blossoms oil the 
plants during /h e first season so tv* to 
conserve the energy of the plant and 
get it well established. 
Be careful not 
to allow' the roots of the plants to be­ 
come dry before they are placed in 
tho ground. 
Some of the plants are perfect and 
can fertilize the seed, 
while 
other 
plants iii the same bed do not produce 
pollen, hence require pollen from oth­ 
er plants to produce fruit. 
For this 
reason it is a good plan to set one 
row of perfect plants for every two 
rows of the imperfect plants, although 
this rule admits of a great deal of 
variation. 
As soon as the plants are set in the 
ground, waler them well to bring the 
soil particles in close contact w ith the 
roots, and then either cultivate the 
ground between the rows or cover it 
with straw' to prevent w’oed growth. 
Tho cultivation is much preferable 
during the first season. 
However, 
many successful growers find it ad­ 
visable to cover 
the 
ground 
with 
straw' until after the fruit is harvested 
from a bearing bed, as it not only 
prevents the growth 
of 
weeds by 
shading them, but it keeps the ripen­ 
ing fruit from being covered with mud 
when it rains during the picking sea­ 
son. 
The plants should be set about 18 
inches apart in the row', and the run­ 
ners, or vine-like tendrils, must bs 
stem s join is just

Q.— W hat is the meaninq of 2 Peter 
1:20, which reads as follows, “Know ing 
this first, that no prophecy of the 
Scripture is of any private interpreta­ 
tion”? 
(A. T. M.) 
Answer.—It is not to be supposed 
that the Apostle w as setting forth that 
some would have a monopoly of th* 
gift of interpreting tile prophecies, as 
many seem to think from the reading 
of this te x t 
In the preceding verse he 
was admonishing tile Lord’s people to 
give hood to the word of prophecy 
which w as more sure as a testimony 
than sight and sound. 
More than half 
of the Bible is made up of prophecies. 
and the most of these relate to the 
last times and the introduction of the 
kingdom of heaven on earth. 
The m a­ 
jority of Christian people have failed 
to heed the Apostle’s injunction, and 
consequently are now in the d ark as 
respects the understanding of the trend 
of events of this our day. 
Not many 
are aw are of the fact that a new dis- 
inmsation is already beginning to daw n 
upon the world, and th at the old order 
Oi things is sw iftly passing away. A ft­ 
er pointing out the importance of giv­ 
ing heed to the sure word of prophecy. 
S t Peter explains how the prophecies 
came into existence. 
Ile says, proper 
rendering,—“This 
first 
ascertaining, 
th at all prophecy of Scripture is not 
of private setting forth; for not at any 
time was prophecy brought by the will 
of man, but men from God spoke as 
they were moved by the holy spirit*’. 
The Apostle was referring to the orig­ 
ination of the prophecies and not to 
their Interpretation. 
Considering the 
fact that God caused holy men of old 
to w rite these prophecies, and that 
they were influenced by the power of 
the Lord to do this, then brethren, give 
heed to these things.
